Mehelic is ousted

Nameoki Towns! is without a 
highway commissioner, following 
action Friday by the Fifth Appellate 
Court in Mount Vernon. 

‘The appellate court refused to stay 
an order by Madison County Chief 
Associate Judge Edward C. 
Ferguson requiring that Highway 
Commissioner Frank Mehelic 
vacate that post byS p.m. Friday. 

MEHELIC WAS convicted July 17 
of one count of official misconduct 
for ordering township employees to 
do work on a personal car. Last 
month, he was sentenced to two 
years of probation, ordered to 
devote 200 hours to public service 
work and was fined $500 plus court 
costs. 

On Tuesday, Oct. 9, Judge 
Ferguson ordered Mehelic to vacate 
the office by 5 p.m. Friday, pending 
appellate court consideration of a 
motion to stay the order.,The ouster 


was ordered after a quo warrento 
motion (involving civil, rather than 
criminal, action) was filed by Assis 
tant State’s Attorney John Delaney 
Jr. 

Mehelic is free on a_ $10,000 
recognizance bond, but he still faces 
five more counts of official mis- 
conduct on grand jury indictments 
alleging that he directed employees 
to perform personal work for him on 
township time. An appeal of the of- 
ficial misconduct conviction was fil- 
ed with the appellate clerk Sept. 21 

THE @IAMEOKI Town Board of 
Trustees has delayed action on a 
resolution to declare the highway 
commissioner’s position vacant. 
‘Township Supervisor Harry Briggs 
said he doesn’t know what the board 
will want to do about: the position, 
now that Mehelic must vacate the of- 
fice.

Law outlines ending school system

Warnings about the future of 
Granite City School District Nine 
stem from provisions of the Ulinois 
School Code, Chapter 122, citizens 
and educators are asserting. 

Citizens for Continued Education 
are urging ‘‘Yes’’ votes on two 
school proposals Nov. 6—a $6.6 
million working cash fund bond 
issue and a 40-cent hike in the educa- 
tion tax rate limit. 

Both proposals, which total 80 
cents, have been officially commit- 
ted to debt retirement and related 
budget balancing. 

FINISHING THE YEAR now in 
progress and completing the 1985-86 
year are being described as doubtful 
without the two financial assists that 
are on the fall 1984 ballot. 


Section 5-32 relates that “if any 
school district other than a non-high 
school district shall for one year fail 
to maintain within the boundaries pf 

school district a recognized 
public school as required by law. . . 

“Such district shall become 
automatically dissolved and the pro- 
perty and territory of such district 
shall be disposed of in the manner 
provided for the disposal of territary 
and property in Section 7-11 of this 
Act.” 

THE CITIZENS’ school election 
brochure says that ‘‘if we fail to sup- 
port our schools on Nov. 6, the future 
is clear. The schoo) budget will not 
balance. The School Board, in an at- 
tempt to hold off state control, will 
be forced to‘make drastic cuts in all 
programs. 


“The budget will still not be 


balanced and the State will be forced 
to take control of our schools. 

“Our district will be divided up 
among area districts, and portions 
of our students might be assigned to 
those districts, ‘* 

SECTION 7-11 of the School Code 
says in part that “if any school 
district has become dissolved as pro- 
vided in Section 5-32, the County 
Board of School Trustees shall at- 
tach the territory of such dissolved 
district to one or more districts. 

“And if the territory is added to 
two or more districts, shall. divide 
the property of the dissolved district 
among the districts to which its ter- 
ritory is added, in the manner pro- 
vided for the division of property in 
case of the organization of a new

Often questions arise regarding the difference 
between a joint tenaney in real estate and a 
tenancy in common. Let us first compare the 
way these two different interests in land are 
created. To create a joint tenancy. a deed would 
read}‘to Joseph Smith and Edward Jones, as 
joint{tenants and not as tenants in common.”’ 
Unless there is specific language in the deed 
creating a joint tenancy, the interest in land will 
probably be construed as a tenancy in common. 
The following examples will demonstrate that 
these two tenancies do create far different 
rights upon the death of the first landowner. 

The major difference between a joint tenancy 
and a tenancy in common is that the joint tenan- 
cy includes survivorship. When the first joint te- 
nant dies, the surviving joint tenant takes the 
entire estate of the deceased. Therefore, in our 
above example involving Smith and Jones, if 
Smith died first, Jones would get his entire in- 
terest in the land even if Smith was survived by 
a wife and children. In this case, Smith's family 
would inherit nothing from his interest in the 
land, even if Smith left a will leaving all his pro- 
perty to his wife and children. 

If Smith and Jones held the property as

However, let's assume that Smith and Jones 
are business partners with families. If each con- 
tributed equally to the purchase of the land, 
they probably would not want all the land |to 
pass to the survivor of them when the first one 
dies. Each would probably want his family to in- 
herit his interest upon his death, and therefore 


they should own the property as tenants in com- 


mon.

Metro-East Sanitary District Ex- 
ecutive Director Walter ‘Shang’ 
Greathouse told the district board 
last week that the district is ready to 
advertise for bids for work on the 
Lansdowne sewage treatment plant. 

Hurst-Rosche Engineers, Inc., of 
Hillsboro, Il., has prepared a 
booklet outlining the work required 
to clean the primary clarifiers and 
digesters at the plant, as ordered by 
the U.S. Environmental Protection 
Agency last May 

Greathouse said the bid advertise- 
ment would be listed in local 
newspapers immediately, and the 
specifications for the work will Be 
available for viewing at the MESD 
office, Hurst-Rosche Engineers, 
Inc., East St. Louis office, the F.W. 
Dodge Division in Manehester, Mo., 
and Springfield, I., and at the 
Southwestern Illinois Builders’ 
Association office in Belleville. 

Plans call for a pre-bid conference 
to be conducted at 10 a.m. Nov. I at 
the Hurst-Rosche office in East St. 
Louis and bids for the work are to be 
opened at 9 a.m. Nov. 15 at the 
MESD office, 1801 Madison Ave. 

After receiving the contract, the 
contractor’ has 60 days to perform 
the work, Greathouse noted. 

He also informed the board that 
district crews have mowed and 
cleaned up around the plants and 
said, ‘We're moving on the Cahokia 
plant, also. I relayed that infor- 
mation to the U.S. EPA and the II- 
linois EPA.”” 

The EPA ordered the MESD to 
clean, repair and maintain certain 
parts and equipment of its two 
sewage treatment facilities after an 
engineer’s report indicated that 
some parts needed replacement, 
equipment needed cleaning and 
maintenance efforts needed to be 
stepped up. 

“I really scrutinized the reports of 
the EPA,” Greathouse commented, 
“and I feel. that they criticized us 


fairly. We're going to expect every- 
one in those plants to do those jobs.”” 

The EPA also noted that failure to 
properly maintain the plants could 
result in “poor plant performance” 
and *‘ operator indifference.”” 

Greathouse added, ‘‘When this 
plant is fixed, we fully intend to have 
it maintained properly.”’ 

He estimates that the repairs and 
maintenance required by the EPA 
wili cost the district $70,000.

Britain, Canada and more than 40 other coun- 
tries use heroin to help reduce suffering among the 
terminally ill cancer patients. It is a stronger 
painkiller and takes effect faster than morphine and 
other drugs. | 

While heroin certainly is habit forming and 
should be carefully controlled, to a dying person, 
the danger of getting a drug habit is not the most im- 
portant consideration. Besides, morphine is almost 
as habit-forming. 

Allowing doctors to use heroin on those dying in 
pain is certainly not popular among legislators. The 


Fighting teenage pregnancies 


and costing society dearly to support young mothers 
who cannot work. 

There are some excellent programs for young 
mothers, such as Parents Plus, which provides 
emotional support, health and nutrition advice, 
career assistance and other aid for young mother 
and their infants. 

However, the best way to avoid having to 
rebuild a life shattered by an unwanted pregnancy 
is to avoid the pregnancy. It is a personal matter 
within each family. 

Parents with young girls need to consider ways 
to either discourage sexual activity among the 
young or to help the girls avoid the risk of pregnan- 
cy. It is not an easy task and requires openness bet- 
ween parents and their teenage children. 

‘There is some wisdom in the old phrase, “Bad 
girls don’t get pregnant, good ones do. The bad girls 
know better.’’ Perhaps it is time to arm the “good 
girls’? with the knowledge and resources to keep 
them from becoming teenage mothers. The alter- 
native is unacceptable. 


‘Cancer victims need a choice 


Compassionate Pain Relief Act, sponsored by Rep 
Harri Waxman (D-Calif.) and others, would have 
allowed physicians to prescribe the drug as a last 
resort in cancer cases. It was defeated 355-55 in the 
House in late September. 

Another fear is that heroin kept in hospitals and 
hospices for cancer victims will be stolen for dope 
addicts. We believe medical care facilities have an 
excellent record for controlling drugs such as 
heroin. 

It is sad that healthy people become heroin ad- 
dicts while those dying painful deaths are denied the 
drug. It should be a decision between the doctor and 
the patient whether heroin should be used to ease 
the pain. Congress should free the restrictions that 
keep such relief out of the reach of those who need 
it.

Since the city opted to go with Il- 
linois Municipal League Insurance 
in May of this year, the city was bill- 
ed for the remainder of the $80,000 
minimum earned premium, or 
$18,817 

Nelson also said that the contract 
included an early termination clause 
that said Gallagher insurance would 
continue to handle the claims for 
specified dollar amount for cach 
case. 

Miklovic- told council members 
that Gallagher insurance would han- 
dle all of the city’s outstanding cases 
(about 20) if the city will pay them 
$200 a case. 

Nelson said he does not under- 
stand the city’s reasoning in think- 
ing the city has been mistreated by 
the Gallagher insurance company. 

City Attorney John Papa said the 
city was considering not paying the 
minimum earned premium charge 
on the excess workmen's compen: 
sation contract. This was because it 
felt the claims administration con- 
tract had been violated by the charg- 
ing of attorneys’ fees. 

Nelson said he could not under- 
stand this thinking, since the two 
contracts are separate. He main- 
tains that his company is not in 
violation of either contract.

Says barges important to U.S. 


To the Editor: 

If this most efficient form of 
transport — the barge industry — 
were removed from the overall traf- 
fic system, there would be a marked 
and immediate increase in the cost 
of some of the necessities of life — 
electricity, cereal, gasoline, 
automobiles and housing. 


The ability of the barge and towing 
industry to continue offering 
bargain transportation is currently 
being threatened by legislative and 
executive branch initiatives. 
Mindless attempts to impose higher 
levels of user taxes on the navigation 
industry and the loosening of the 
protections afforded shippers and 
our industry by the Panama: Canal 
Act are the two looming threats to 
the foundation of this industry. 


With some senators calling for 100, 
percent cost-recovery and the Office 
of Management and Budget asser- 
ting that the federal government 
should recover between 70 and 100 
percent of all federal expenditures 
on waterways and ports, the already 
seriously depressed barge industry 
may be on the edge of disaster. 

The most imminent threat to the 
barge industry’s continued ability to 
compete, and therefore survive, is 
the July 24th, Interstate Commerce 


Commission’s vote to approve ‘the 
merger of the largest Eastern 
railroad with the nation’s: largest 
barge operator. 

Our transportation network should 
exist today as a balanced system. No 
single mode should reign supreme. 
If the merger of American Commer- 
cial Lines and CSX Rail Corporation 
is allowed, the result will be a return 
to the days of rail monopoly, lessen- 
ed competition, and higher prices.

The barge and towing industry, , 


which currently moves 13 percent of 
the nation’s freight for two percent 


transport 


of the total transportation cost, 
directly benefits the American con- 
sumer, Free and unfettered com- 
petition among the transportation 
modes is the only way to assure 
lower prices.

Sewer committee threatens legal 
action against illegal sewer users

The Madison County Special Area 
One Board was unable to take any 
official action at last week’s com- 
mittee meeting because of the lack 


of a quorum. 


However, 
members attending discussed the 
1985 budget, billing alternatives and 
the legal process that is to be taken

nected to ‘the sewer system and 
those not yet tapped into the system. 


Morris Miles, committee chair- 
man, and member Nick Hamilos 
were the only ones present. They 
gave their endorsement to the 
budget, but questioned a few par- 
ticular items. Hamilos is concerned 
that funds for municipal retirement 
and workers’ compensation are not 


the committee . 


listed in the budget. ‘Does the coun- 
ty pay for those?”’ he asked. 

Gene Futch, sewer superinten- 
dent, said he has-assumed so, but 
will try to find a definite answer. 

The fiscal year 1985 budget totals, 
$1,077,000 and is identical to last 
year’s budget. 

Futch suggested an alternative to 
the monthly billing cycle, since the 
county is paying approximately $700 
per month in postage. Futch syg- 
gested staggering the billing, sen- 
ding bills to half the users one month 
and the other half the following 
month. Users then will receive a 
two-month bill every other month. 

Miles noted that the bills would be 
higher and said he fears some 
customers will feel uncomfortable 
paying such a large amount at one 
time. 

“What about combining (billing) 


with the water district,” proposed 
Irvin C. Slate Jr., attorney. 
“I could check ‘that. We would 


have to connect into their computer. *' 


That is a possibility,”’ Futch said, 


Having had aerial photos taken of ‘ 
the entire district. Futch explained 
that it now is possible to determine 
what residents have not been hooked 
onto the sewer system.

DOC begins Big Buck program 


SPRINGFIELD — Illinois deer 
hunters have taken their fair share 
of trophy white-tailed deer racks 
from the state since the modern day 
deer hunting season began in 1957, 
and now they have the opportunity to 
get some recognition for those prize 
antlers. 

The Department of Conservation 

will launch the ‘‘Big Buck Recogni- 
tion’Program”? this fall to recognize 
hunters. who” successfully take 
trophy deer in the state. 
* However, recognition! of trophy 
deer is only a small part of what the 
Department of Conservation hopes 
to accomplish with the Big Buck pro- 
gram, ‘according to John Kube, 
forest game: biologist in charge of 
the program. 

“Similar programs have been in 
effect in states throughout the coun- 
try for several years, and they do far 
more than just publicize the ex- 
cellent deer hunting opportunities 
the states have to offer,” Kube said. 
“These programs help promote an 
interest and appreciation of deer 
hunting, and also promote sport- 
smanship and safety in the field,”’ 

Kube siad the Department of Con- 
servation also is interested in 
establishing and maintaining a per- 
manent record of trophy deer taken 
in Hlinois. “By maintaining these 
records, the Department of Conser- 
vation will be able to assist eligible 
members in receiving national 
recognition for their trophy racks 
for such clubs as Boone and Crockett 
and Pope and Young.”’ 

Additional benefits from thé Big 
Buck Recognition Program, ac- 
_ cording to Kube, will ‘be the ap- 
preciation of the sport and the 
development of a strong hunting 
ethic. “The side benefits are, in a 
sense, perhaps more important than 
the recognition of the hunters and 
their trophies,” Kube said ‘This 
program will enable us to make the 
public aware of the wise use of this 


will be conducted throughout the 
state by DOC wildlife biologists and 
conservation police officers at no 
charge. 

Kube pointed out that all measur- 
ing has to take place after a 60-day 
drying period. In addition, if a rack
